He was then a revolu- 
tionist, and although most of the changes and 
reforms which he advocated as a revolution- 
ist have been adopted, and though it would 
doubtless give Mr. Schurz great pleasure to 
return as Minister to the Capital of his native 
country, the Times man thinks it would not 
be at all pleasing to the German Royal family 
or to Prince Bismarck.

2EPOoRTS received from various points in 
Minnesota, Central Dakota, and portions of 
lowa and Wisconsin, indicate that the yield 
of wheat per acre throughout these regions

3 New York, July 29.— Hartmann, the Nihil- 
ist, furnishes the Herald with a letter seven 
‘columns in Jength, detailing the part he took 
in the attempt to blow up the late Czar's 
train at Moscow. After giving his {reasons 
for joining the Nihilist society, he sets 
forth the particulars of the condemning 
the Czar to death, and relates how the plans 
were laid for compassing the end in view, 

_ from the purchasing of the house from the 
cellar of which the tunnel was dug, to the 
day when the train was fired. He says: 
After having determined the shortest line to 
the railway, : 

_ WE BEGAN OUR WORK. 
We used large steel knives for the tunneling- 
work, and spades for throwing the earth out 
of the gallery into the veftical pit or cellar. 
The only other instrumentg we used were a 
water-level, two yard measures, and several 
blind lanterns. 1 the gallery there was 
room for but one nian at a time, who was 
OBLIGED TO SIT IN A CROUCHING POSITION, 
dis feet bent under him. When he had dug 
out a sufficient quantity of earth, he. 
threw it out with a spade into the 
vertical pit, where another of our 
men filed it into iron _ pails, 
nnd a third carried these out and emptied 
them into a dark closet, situated at the back 
of the house. When the gallery was dug 
out so far as to render the throw- 
ing out of, the earth with spades 
impossible, a light sheet of iron 
with its sides bent so as to form a flat box 
and with a rope attached to it and wound 
its other end around a windlass, was used to 
draw the earth out of the gallery.

let me give you, in as few words as possible, 
a sketch of the character and social position 
of some of my comrades in the Moscow 
affair.

Among 
us there was the daughter of a Minister of 
State and Senator belonging to the highest 
and mast refined circles of the St. Peters- 
burg aristocracy.

FOR MYSELF 

I may say that, though a good shot, I have 
always had an ingupportable aversion to 
shooting other than wild animals, such as 
wolves, vultures, mad dogs, and such like. 
But I would calmly and cheerfutty kill a man 
who treads under his execrable foot 90,000,000 
human beings, bathing in their blood, for I 
consider such a man a thousand times worse 
and more dangerous than a wolf or a mad- 
dog. An animal can kill five, ten, perhaps 
twenty men, while our nefarious despotism 
has destroyed thousands and thousands 
of lives, and stifles the spark 
of liberty and intelligence out of 
99,000,000 of other lives. But I hear the moral 
and virtuous reader remark, In your at- 
tempt to blow up the Czar many innocent 
people might have suffered.“ This is true. 
But to this we have to answer, “ First, that, 
as in all warfare, so in 

OUR STRUGGLE AGAINST CZARDOM, 
those who serve our foe are our enemies too; 
and secondly, that, even if a rew really in- 
nocent lives should perish, this is a necessity 
which no great war, no great movement for 
the freedom of mankind, can escape. We 
deeply regret. this necessity, but we are 
deeply and gratefnily conscious of the fact 
that until now the Russian revolution has 
cost much less innecent victims than other 
similar movements.”’ 

Hartmann’s descriptions of the manner in 
which the tunnel was dug, of the hardships 
endured, and the dangers of detection that 
constantly beset the conspirators, is quite 
graphic but of no special interest at this 
date.

L. Palmiter, of Hamilton Township, McKean 
County, was a farmer, and the section in which 
he lived is one of the wildest in McKean. In 
the deep forest some miles from Mr. Palmiter's 
bome is a deer-lick, which is still frequented by 
those animals despite the inroads made upon 
their numbers by local sportsmen and the en- 
croachments upon old baunts by civilization. On 
the afternoon of June 27 the old gentieman an- 
nounced to his family his intention of watching 
this deer-lick, and, taking his trusty rifle, de- 
parted, it is fair to presume, with the object of 
getting a shot ata fat buck, although the game 
laws do not countenance such sport at this time 
of year.

He did not return 
that night, a circumstance which caused his 
family no great uneasiness, as Mr. Palmiter was 
not too feeble to regard camping out alone as a 
hardship. When the day was far spent, how- 
ever, and still the absentee did not appear, his 
relatives became auxious and thought some 


‘thisfortune might have befallen him, and his 


brother set out to look him up. He made his 
way to the deer-lick by the shortest course and 
with all possible haste, but the sun was setting 
as he approached the lonesome spot. It was 
the midst of dense woods, through whi 
ran a puriinge stream, that be at last 
haited and called his brother's name, 
but only an echo hooted in return, as though in 
derision. in the softearth at the of the 
brook be saw the imprint of deers’ hoofs, and 
finally came upon the weil-defined impression of 
a human foot, where its owner had stepped 
across the water. On the other side of the 
brook were other traces of a man’s pres- 
ence, such as only would be noticed by a 
woodman's keen eye, and, following this imper - 
fect trail, he was led to a sort of natural am- 
phitheatre surrounded ~ brush and fallen 
trees, as though the piace had been visited by a 
whirlwind. A broken bush covered with biood 
attracted his attention, and looking over it he 
saw arifie lying on the ground. Mr. Palmiter 
picked it up and recognized it as the time-hon- 
ored arm belonging to his brother. The barrel 
was partially separated from the stock asthough 
- a violent biow. A collapsed cap on the nip- 
pie indicated that a charge had been tired. 
Stepping over a log at one side of the natural 
inclosure, which seemed to be a sort of vesti- 
bule to the deer lick, be stumbied upon the car- 
cass of a great cat-like animal, such as he bad 
seen in the early days of the settlement, but 
never of iate years. t was a catamount 
of large size,

Several wounds showed that it had died 
hard. A few feet away lay a human figure, 
partly covered with bloody rags, and showing in 
the denuded parts the marks of terrible claws.
